for the Prevention of Cruelty to Humor,

reminiscences of their early days. 

There are many of these old fellows who 
remember Adam and Eve porfectly, and 
many others who were favorites of Ra- 
meses II, King Nebuchadnezzar, Alexander 
the Great, J. C. Caesar, Hannibal, William 
the Conqueror, King Brian Boru of Ire- 
land and other ancient celebrities, to say 
nothing of the thousands of overworked 
gags that have been going the rounds con- 
tinuously, for the last one hundred years. 

We claim that this is the most remark- 
able aggregation of old jokes ever assem- 
bled under one roof in the history of the 
whole world. Altogether, 16,237 old jokes 
in various states of. preservation have been 
cared for at the Old Jokes’ Home, and it 
is hardly probable that this record will 
ever be duplicated. 

One feature of the Home recently inaug- 
urated is the weekly experience meeting, 
held every Wednesday night.

The first is patent. It stands for the 
difference in price between the grandstand 
and the land of Bleach. Roughly esti- 
mated in terms of barter this aggregates 
seven ‘‘schooners;” one extra cut of plug 
and three stogies—all of which are neces- 
Sary accompaniments to “rooter’’ enjoy- 
ment of a real ball game. 

In the matter of vision, your true rooter 
gets a better view of every mistake the 
umpire makes than any other spectator 
on the grounds. 

He arrives at the bleacher gate some- 
thing after 1 o'clock and crowds into the 
corner of the stand nearest third base by 
preference. Failing that, he will take a po- 
sition near first base. From this vantage 
he can clearly see everything that goes 
on. 

He knows when a ball is fair or foul 
before the umpire himself sees it; he 
knows with a surer knowledge when a 
man is out than when the official him- 
self does, and he is frequently known to

balls and strikes, so keen is his, vision. 

From his position in the bleachers he can 
also tell the official all about his ancestors 
and past career, and safely volunteer sug- 
gestions for a future occupation, for whicn, 
in the rooter’s opinion, the umpire’s talents 
are better adapted than for baseball. 

Here he can also inform each ball player 
just what zoological classification he comés 
under. It is a surprising fact that more 
ball players have been identified as mem- 
bers of the family of crustacea through 
observations of bledacherites than in any 
other manner. Any number of crabs, lob- 
sters, shrimps and other forms of the spe- 
cles have been discovered and loudly pro- 
claimed from the bleachers. 

It is in this respect that the pulmonary 
object comes in. The proclaiming of all 
this necessitates plenty of lung exercise, 
and the danger of phthisical complaints is 
minimized by healthful exercise of the 
lungs. 

The salivary side is related to the ‘‘quid’’ 
and the sanitary clause is corrollary to 
both. 

Rarely a rooter tenants the covered 
seats. Bometimes he does, but isolation 
pute a damper on his efforts, as witness

the case of “Jakie,’’ who is now almost 
subdued through constant occupancy of 
the grandstand. Thus one of the greatest 
umpire baiters in the business has gone 
to waste. Some put it that he has gone 
to waist and it is true that ‘“‘Jakie’’ is get- 
ting long on girth and short of wind of 
late. 

A bleacher is one of the most democratic 
places on earth. If you happen to be a 
millionaire you fit yourself to suit the 
changed conditions, and if you are less, 
why, you do the same thing. Some bleach- 
erites are simply natural. 

Tf you visit the bleachers you will prob- 
ably ‘come away with a few evidences of 
democracy, such as a chance ‘“‘quid’’ in 
the fold of your trousers “‘cuff’’ or an am- 
ber blotch on the escutcheon of your latest 
shade tan skoes, for the bleacherite is 
great on expectoration as a punctuation 
for emphatic remarks. Oft@ntimes he does 
not take a survey of the nether landscape 
before the precipitation descends. 

Minor discomforts like these one soon be- 
comes accustomed to, in view of the many 
virtues of the place.

“*knocker.”"” Occasionally one finds a sym- 
pathizer with the players in the, crowd, 
but he is, as a rule, overwhelmed by the 
majority and eventually absorbs the pre- 
vailing cynical spirit. 

Having settled scores with the player, 
you remember that the umpire is earning 
about $7 a day more than his natural tal- 
ent as an umpire entitles him to and you 
immediately perceive flaws in his work. 
You can discern, at a glance that the curve 
he just pronounced a ball, was a strike 
pure and simple and that the ball just hit 
down third base line was anything but a 
foul.

Undesirable Immigrants Have Filled 
Incoming. Ships During the 
Past Year. 


GREATEST IN NATION’S HISTORY 


Undesirable Foreigners Hurried Over, 
Fearing the Enactment of More 
Stringent Laws by Congress.

WASHINGTON, July 4.—Frank P. Sar- 
gent, commissioner-general of immigration, 
sat in his office today studying figures and 
gave an cxpert opinion on the manner in 
which the country is being inundated by 
the flood of undesirable aliens. 

While the figures are not yet complete, 
it is known that the total immigration for 
the fiscal year ended June 30 will approxi- 
mate 1,000,000 and may go above that mark. 
The largest in any previous year was in 
1882, when the total was 788,992. The figures 
for the first’ 11 months of the year just 
closed were far in excess of the total for 


1882. 
The tremendous year’s total is partly ac- 
counted for by the fear that Congress 
would add an educational requirement to 
the immigration law, and desire of ig- 
norant foreigners to get in before it be- 
came operative. 

The hint that Congress will so amend 
the law at the coming session is still be- 


ing used by the steamship companies to 
a immigration and swell their re- 


cei 

‘rhe time has come to stop this unde- 
sirable immigration,” said r. Sargent, 
who was put in office by the President to 
study the question. “If Congress does not 
provide more strict Ae) egg tee and re- 
strictions the future holds great dangers 
for our country. 

‘The immigration which we are now get- 
ting is not in sympathy with our form of 
government and will not assimilate with 
our institutions.

Loubet’s Visit to London to Be Made 
Memorable for Cordiality of 
Popular Welcome,

LONDON, July 4.—President Loubet of 

France, is to arrive in London on Ménday 
and remain until Thursday. 

He will be welcomed with a cordiality 
that will be remarkable when one recalls 
the thereditary enmit®y of the two nations 
for these hundreds of years. The people 
are preparing for him what is spoken of 
on every side as an “immense’’ reception. 

The street decorations will not be very 
striking, for last year’ made Londoners 
sick of decorating, but every class of the 
community seems determined to manifest 
gratification at the renewal of good rela- 
tions with France. 

The intense national hatred of Germany 
accounts in some degree for the warmth 
of the greeting waich will be given to the 
head of the French nation. 

King Edward sent word to his friends 
that he expects them to sustain him in 
showing curtesies to the French guests. 


So those guests have been deluged with iIn- 
vitations, not one-tenth of which could they 
accept. 

Even in the music halls steps are being 
taken to commemorate the visit or the 
French President, and a “‘Loubet week’’ 
is arranged. At the Alhambra ae gold 
medallist of the French Academy of Music 
has been engaged to sing the ‘‘Marseillaise’’ 
every evening. The hospitality of the Al- 
hhambra will be offered to the officers of the 
French fire brigade, who will be in congress 
here at the time. In their uniforms they 
will ‘add a picturesque touch of célor to 
the grand circle. 

Fourteen of the leading members of the 
French secret police, with a number of 
Scotland Yard men have been scouring the 
Frendh quarter of London for the past fort- 
night, locating dangerous anarchists and& 
setting watch upon them. The French an- 
archists are believed to be well disposed 
enough. The only fear is that some Ital- 
ian desperado, many of whom haunt the 
anarchist clubs ‘here, may attempt to do 
some mischief.

Patrick Conhors Burned to Death and 
Frank Haynes Seriously 
Injured. 


BOTH MEN LIVED ON THE BOAT 


Assistant Fire Chief Haynes Risked 
His Life in Vain Effort to Res- 
cue Conners From Flames. 


An oll explosion on the “coal-digger,’’ 
floating steam shovel Pittsburg, early Bate 
urday morning, caused the death of Pat- 
rick Connors and burned Frank Haynes 80 
seriously that he may die. 

Sparks from the firebox falling into the 
barrels of lubricating oil is the causes as- 
signed by Thomas Johnson, the watthman 
on the Boat, who saw the start of the 
fire. A moment after the oll exploded the 
entire boat was a mass of flames. 

Haynes was asleep on the boat and was 
awakened by his clothing catchiag fire. The 
cot on which he lay was a sheét of flame. 
Haynes ran through the fire that walled 
him in and jumped into the river. Connors 
was «lso ssleep and he was burned to 
death trying to escape from the burning 
vessel. 

Haynes is in a critical condition at the 
City Hospital.

“Manila, July 4, 19093.—To President, Oys- 
ter Bay, N. Y.: The Filippine people and 
the American residents in the islands are 
giad to present their respectful greetings 
and congratulations, fo the President of the 
I’nited States, conveyed over the cable 
which American enterprise has girded the 
Pacific, thereby rendering easier and more

Mr. and Mrs. Mackay were sitting in the 
President's office in Oyster Ba} when the 
message was started on its trip around the 
world at 11:23. It went from Oyster Bay 
around the world in just 12 minutes. 

President Mackay was greatly pleased 
with the speed with which the President's 
message was handled. He hardly moyed 
from the operating table while the message 
was in transit, except to say, confidently, 
to Mrs. Mackay, who was sitting near him: 

“It will be here in a minute now; it 
should be here now.” 

As he heard the instrument begin click- 
ing, he gave a sign of relief.

ONE KILLED, TWO 
FATALLY SHOT IN 
A PICNIC FIGHT 


Missouri Sheriff and Two Deputies in 
Desperate Battle With Father and 
Son Who Defied Officers to Arrest 
Them 


SHOOTING OCCURRED ON 
A CROWDED THOROUGHFARE. 


Wanton Attack on Aged Man by 
Brother of Boy Whose Arrest for 
Attempted Assault on Daughter He 
Caused Started Trouble.

STEELVILLE, Mo., July 4.—The arrest 
of a lb-year-old boy two weeks ago on a 
charge of attempted criminal assault on a 
10-year-old girl, resulted in a pistol battle 
at a Fourth of July pienic here today, in 
which the boy's father was instantly killed 
and two officers, the boy’s brother and a 
bystander were seriously wounded. 

W. R. Taff, sheriff of Crawford County, 
was shot through the stomach and his re- 
covery is improbable. Deputy Sheriff Perry 
‘Ives was shot in the mouth. William 
Stough, a butcher, who was taking no part 
in the fight, was struck in the chin and 
leg. 

‘“‘Bob” Starks, a farmer living near here, 
was shot through the heart and killed and 
his son, Herschel, was wounded in the 
breast and is not expected to live until 
morning.

He Knocked Out 
Aged Soldier’s Eye. 


Ogle caused the arrest of Herscnel 
Sparks’ 15-year-old brother, John, two 
weeks ago, who is in jail here. He is 
charged with attempted assault on a4 
daughter of Samuel Ogle. 

Ogle, HIlierschel Sparks and his father, 
“Bob"’’ Sparks, were in the crowd at the 
picnic here today. 

When young Sparks saw Ogle, who is 
an old man, he attacked him immediately 
and, before bystanders could intervene, had 
knocked out one of. the old- man’s eyes and 
broken his jawbone. 

As soon as ‘“‘Bob’’ Sparks heard of the 
‘ght he anticipated an arrest and sent his 
home after thelr weapong. Herschel 
returned with a revolver and a shotgun.

The Starks openly defied Sheriff Taft 
and his officers to arrest them. The sheriff 
and Constable John VY. Woods secured 
shotguns from a hardware store and, 
standing with leveléd guns on either side 
of the street, ordered Starks and his son 
to surrender. , 

Herschel Starks replied by shooting the 
sheriff in the stomach. His father tried 
to shaot Constable Woods but his gun 
refused to work. 

Before he could shap it a second time, 
Woods shot him through the heart and he 
fell in the street. 

Young Starks was still uninjured. He 
emptied his revolver at the officers, one 
bullet striking Deputy Sheriff Ives in the 
mouth and two others hitting William 
Stough, a spectator. 

Then Starks started to run. 

Woods and ,lves pursued him and Sher- 
iff Taff raised himself to his feet and 
joined in the chase. Sparks had gone less 
than a block when shot in. the breast and 
captured. 

He was taken to the jail and his wounds

heuse. You're thinking that St. Louis is 
to have a Chinese wedding of the first 
rank and you can hardly wait until you 
hear when it is to be. 

Sorry to disappoint you, but facts are 
facts, whether they be about weddings or 
weather or work. They're not always sat- 
isfying, but neither is life. 

This wedding will not be for four yoars, 
not until the World's Fair is only a mem- 
ory and many other things have been for- 
gotten. 

And the engagement isn’t new, except 
here in St. Louls. Young people of the 
Celestial empire are not averse to long en- 
Sagements. Miss Wong and Mr. Sah have 
been engaged for some time, which is quite 
different to the established custom of 
America. We havé heard the “long en- 
gagement’’ condemned ever since we were 
big enough to know the significance of an 
engagement ring And yet the Chinese 
know much, and they are not notéd for 
divorces, 

But there is a difference in engagements. 

Engagements in China are not evane- 
scent, airy, summerlike affairs. They're 
for keeps. 

When you're engaged in China you migit 
as well be married. They don't break en- 
Eagements there. 

Anh engagement is a sure index of a com- 
ing marriage, though it may be off some- 
where in the distance, as is that of Miss 
Wong. 


Her Courtship 
Is Not Exciting. 


You see she's still a little girl—only 18— 
and the bridegroom-to-be is but 17. Don’t 
imagine that she is living through an ex- 
citing love affair. She isn’t. Her matri- 
monial future was settled without much 
consultation of her heart's inclinations. 

During the engagement, however, she is 
learning to know her future husband that 
is to be much better than American girls 
ever know the men they marry. He lives 
in the same house in which she lives. Her 
father treats him as he does his 16-year-old 
son, Wong Vung Loong. 

Perhaps that’s one of the secrets of 
Chinese matrimonial happiness. They are 
in contact with their “law” relations from 
the time they are children and know their 
ways. 

Mr. Sah should never have quarrels with 
his mother-in-law, who is so much like a 
mother to him away over here, more than 
16,000 miles from home. 

Miss Wong is not as tal] as an American 
girl of her age and she looks more like a 
child than an engaged young woman. Her 
hair is not as yet aranged after the fashion 
of Chinese women, as is her mother’s. It 
is very black and straight. She wears 
bracelets of gold and sandals of silk. Her 
costume consists of broad trousers bordered 
with bands at the bottom and a tunic made 
on the order of a Russian blouse but un- 
belted. The sleeves of the tunic are not 
full, neither are they lo No riobons or 
o..ver incumbrances are about her neck. 

Miss Wung isn't worried much about her 
engagement. It's a settled thing and not 
half as interesting as this new strange 
country in which she will live for more 
than 12 months. Neither she nor her 


mother nor the other children were ever 
in this country before. 


Enough Clothes 


to Last a Year. 

They have brought with them many 
clothes. Madame Wung has 200 dresses. 
Even the men secretaries have 40 to 560 
suits apiece. 

Every person in the establishment wears 
Chinese costumes except Ow Yang Kee, 


a Chinese law student of an American uni- 
versity, and baby Wong Vung Tsing, the 
8-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Wung. 

Little Tsing started from China a month 
ago dressed as a Chinese child in slik 
garments. On board the ship he da 
giorious time but ruined three of h.s slik 
suits.

Accordingly it was very much of an 
American child who shook hands with me 
in the parlor of the Wong home yesterday 
morning.

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., July 4.—"‘Neighbor 
Roosevelt, President of the United States,”’ 
as the people living around Oyster Bay, 
on the north shore of Long Island, delight- 
ed to refer to him, had the time of his 
life at Huntington’s celebratién of its two 
hundred and fiftieth anniversary today. 

That the President was among his oid 
friends and acquaintances was shown by 
the frequent nods of recognition he ex- 
changed on the long dusty drive up grom 
where he landed from the Sylph to the 
grandstand erected in the center of the 
town. 

Evé@n after he had taken his seat on the 
grandstand and the band had blown itself 
hoarse playing ‘‘There’ll Be a Hot Time'’’ 
and “Hail to the Chief,’’ he continued 
smiling to persons whom he saw in the 
crowd which had gathered. 

The President brought with him a dis- 
tinctively family party. It included not 
only his own family, but those of J. West 
Roosevelt and Emlin Roosevelt. 

Even on the stand the family idea was 
carried out. Seated around him ‘were his 
political friends, Mayor Seth Low, Collec- 
tor Stranahan; President Baldwin of the 
Long Island Railroad, and, as a reminder 
of his days as police commissioner, Inspec- 
tor McCluskey and 10 of his best detectives 
were scattered through the stand.

His disappearance in 1891 
was sudden and not a trace of him was 
found until a week ago, although a con- 
stant search was kept up by relatives. 

The discovery of the missing man’s 
whereabouts was mide by one of his old 
acquaintances, who saw him crying his 
papers on the streets and recognized him. 
He at once sent word to the brother in 
Indiana, but did not make himself known 
to Eugene.

Allies’ Ultimatum to China to Oust 
Russia From Manchuria Conicides 
With the Wishes -of the United 
States. 


NO FORMAL ALLIANCE, BUT 
A THOROUGH UNDERSTANDING. 


This Country Would Participate in a 
Show of Force, but Would Draw 
Out If the War Stage Should Be 
Reached.

WASHINGTON, July 4.—So far as can be 
ascertained, the state department has no 
information concerning the joint ultimatum 
presented to China, and, inferentially, to 
Russia, by England and Japan, demand- 
ing the open door in Manchuria and the 
evacuation of Manchuria by Russia.. 

There is doubt whether the note is an 
entirely new demand or whether it was 
madé months ago, when the British-Jap- 
anese alliance was formed, and has just 
become public through pressure being ex- 
erted on China for an answer, or for other 
reason. 

If the demand represents an action taken 
secretely by England and Japan within the 
last few days, it is considered to be very 
significant, for it would be apparent that 
the allies have been quick to take advan- 
tage of the etrained relations between the 
United States and Russia, which thave re- 
Sulted from the President's action on the 
B'nai Brith petition, to put the screws to 
Russia over China's head. 

In so doing they would rely on the moral 
support of this country in pressing their 
demands. 

There is no possible doubt that the 
President is prepared to back up Eng- 
land and Japan in any demands they may 
make concerning Manchuria to the very 
farthest point he can go without becom- 
ing involved in war. 


Why Our Warships 
Are Massed in East. 


Things have been moving in that 4ireoc- 
tion ever since Russia began to show a 
disinclination to get out of Manchuria 
and this has been much moré apparent 
since Mr. Roosevelt began to suspect that 
Russia was trying to deceive the adminis 
tration as to her intentions in Manchuria. 

It is even believed that, by order of the

It is suspected that it was to carry out 
such an arrangement that Rear Admiral 
Evans recently assembled his most power- 
ful warships in Chinese waters and that 
it was decided not to send any of the

The plan, as it has been generally un- 
derstood in the state department, was that 
England and Japan would join in a demand 
that China keep faith with the powers by 
maintaining the-open door in Manchuria 
and that Russia keep faith by evacuating 
Manchuria. 

It is thought that this country might 
send an identical note, although there would 
be no formal alliance. . 

If the demands were refused, there was 
to be a show of force in which the Ameri- 
can warships would join. If this failed to 
accomplish the desired end, this country 
would gracefully withdraw and leave the 
allies to fight it otit or not, just as they 
pleased. ‘ 

Whether the reported English-Japanese 
demand is intended to pave the way for 
this plan of action, can only be conjectured 
at present. If not, it is regarded as certain 
that this plan. or one very like it, will be 
worked out later, unless the Czar changes 
his mind and decides to keep the many 
pledges of good faith which he has shown 
a atrong intention to violate. 

Under Russia's later promise, she must 
be out of Manchuria by September. If the 
evacuation is not an accomplished fact by 
that time and England and Japan con- 
tinue to stand together, as now seems 
pro ®, there wtl undoubtedly be a 
strong protest to which the United States 
will give their moral aid along the lines 
indicated. 

It has been hoped that if an identical 
protest from the United States, England 
and Japan did not drive Russia out of 
Manchuria, a joint show of force would. 

There would be no alliance on the part of 
this country, but it would be difficult for 

asia to believe that there was not. 
‘ith all his shrewdness, Count Cassini, 
the Russian ambassador, has never fully 
the se of the President. He 
leves the ident has nearly all of the 
powers of the Czar and eclare war 
Wrenever he feels like it. 

It is su sed his government has the 
Same opinion and, for that reason, a show 
of force by this country is relied on to 

ve more effect on Russia than it would 

ve on any other country.

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Leading Review Voices This Fear and Declares That Coun- 
try’s Operations in Manchuria, While Heedicss, 
Were Entirely Free From Treachery. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 4.—The Vest- 
nik Europy views with deep concern the 
fact that the foreign press is again largely 
inimical to Russia. 

“Even old friends like the United States 
have lately displayed in their press a hos- 
tility such as has hitherto characterized 
England alone,"’ says this long established 


end dignified review, which continues as, 


fcllows: 

“Our policy in China scarcely justified 
the reproaches which the American pre*s 
is heaping upon us. We suffered incom- 
parably more from the Chinese troubles 
than any of the other powers and, never- 
theless, we have taken far less thought of 
compensation and of the defense of our 
interests in the future than others have. 

“Under the compulsion of events which 
we di not foresee of which we could 
not prevent, we had to occupy Manchuria. 
Once we had entered a Chinese province, 
we could not leave it until order had 
been restored and the operation of our 
railroad had been insured. When this 
hed been accomplished we could not make 
up our minds to place the results of our 
efforts in jeopardy again and so we kept 
deferring the evacuetion of the provinces 
that we had occupled tn order to obtain 
from the Chinese government some guar- 
antees for the future. 

“In this logical concatenation of cir- 
cumstances one can scarcely find traces 
of a treacherous policy of conquest 
which would properly occasion the dis- 
satisfaction and the protests of the in- 
terested powers. Sooner could we be 
convicted of heedlessness than treachery 
for the acquisition of a railroad in for- 
eign territory in reliance upon old 
neighborly friendship was in itself a 
risky undertaking. 


Explains Vacillations 


in Its Declarations. 

“The vaccillations, contradictions and 
uncertainties in our conduct and in our 
declarations about the Manchurian ques- 
tion can easily be traced to causes which 
are perfectly explicable to us, but which 
do not exist as far as foreign cabinets 
are concerned. In Manchuria, three sep- 
arate authorities are at work and each 


has its own and seeks in its own way 
°_promote the interests of the state. 

“The ministry of foreign affairs is 
naturally chiefly mindful to avoid ali 
misunderstanding and conflicts with 
powers and is therefore always in- 
clined to make peaceable declara- 
tions even in cases where their 
fulfillment does not depend on the 
diplomatists alone. The ministry of war 
is, for its part, unable to withdraw 
troops from a region that still needs 
military protection and is, therefore, 
often compelled to have recourse to 
measures against which diplomacy has 
pronounced in its declaration. 

“The ministry of finances keeps the 
great material interests connected with 
the East Chinese railroad mainly in view 
and is compelled, therefore, to insist on 
g@reat caution and the gradual evacua- 
tion of Manchuria. 


Emancepating America 


Is Turned Conqueror. 

“Where the independent authorities are 
engaged, one can scarcely expect unifor- 
mity and consistency ! nthe official declar- 
ations and actions and thus are explained 


many peculiarities in the course of our 

inese affairs. Condjadictions between 
the conduct of the var.ous authorities are 
taken by foreigners as a proof of the 
disloyalty of our government and a sign 
of ambitious plans which are directed 
immediately or remotely against the inter- 
ests of the other powers.”’

“Diplomatic hypocrisy, treachery and 
cunning in foreign politics, all that we aer 
pEpeeanenes with in our dealings with 
China, are to qa far higher degree char- 
acteristic of the English and in part of 
other nations also. We need here mention 
only the conduct of the Americans in 
Cuba and after the Spanish war, but par- 
ticularly their actions in the Philippines. 
How quickly the civilizing mission of the 
| emanclpators degenerated here into an 
open policy of robbery and conquest.”’

NIXON MAY EVEN 
T WITH SCHWAB 


Friends Say He Will Expose Truth 
About the Shipbuilding Trust’s 
Collapse.

NEW YORK, July 4.—Startling disclos- 
ures, which have been long hinted at in 
connection with the remarkably quick col- 
lapse of the United States Shipbuilding 
Co. before it was a year old, it is declared, 
soon be made by Receiver James 
Smith. 

The relations of Lewis Nixon and 
Charies M. Schwab will then be made 
known. A friend of Mr. Nixon made yea- 
terday this statement as to his dealings 
with Schwab: 

“Lewis Nixon has not said a word, but 
has been biding his time. He has accused 
no one since he resigned from the ship- 
building company, although his position 
has been far from enviable. He has wait- 
ed for the whole truth to come out. 

“The public has supposed that he and 
Mr. Schwab have been working in har- 
mony to defeat the receivership. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. Mr. Nix- 
on was anxious to be placed on the stand 
two weeks ago at Trenton so that he could 


out the statesman who had shares. It did 
nothing for the individual like Littaeur., | 
though. But he need not worry, for the} 
statute of limitations is lenient. If a man | 
isn’t found out within three vears he can'! 
go free so far as crimina] prosecution is| 
concerned. The Spanish war was five years 
ago. 

Littaeur is close to the President. He 
occupies the position of ‘‘real friend’’ in 
the minds of the other Republican mem- 
bers of the New York delegation. When 
they want to find out exactly what the 
President is going to do Littaeur finds out 
for them. The President will tell him. 

Littaeur went to Harvard with the Pres!t- 
dent. Their friendship began at that time. 
When Littaeur finished college and took 
over the glove business he went also into 
politics. He learned to play the game 
in a section of the state where little goes 
by favor and where every man has to be 
well grounded in the science of getting 
and keeping delegates. President Roose- 
velt’s politics was of another kind. The 
consequence was that when Mr. Roosevelt 
was elected governor of New York he 
reached out for some friends. He wanted 

liticlan friends. men who could advise 

im on political sides of various matters. 
Iie gathered in Littaeur, who had been 
through the mill in the Gloversville district 
end who was shrewd and capable. 

The governor figured he could trust Lit- 
taeur and he could. He found Littaeur 
keen, unemotional and always with an eye 
to the main chance. Littaeur  belleved 
then and does now in winning in politics, 
and he helped the governor over many a 
slippery place. In the course of iis politi- 
cal fighting and compromising Littaeur ran 
afoul of Senator Thomas C. Platt. He is 
Platt’s bitterest foe in the Republican party 
of New York state. To- hear Littaeur talk 
about Platt is to listen to a denunciation 
that fairly sizzles. And what Platt says 
of Littaeur couldn't be printed and circu- 
lated through the mails. Platt is friendly 
with the President, to all outward appear- 
ances, and gets a portion of what he asks 
for, but Littaeur sees to it that the Presi- 
dent is kept fully advised as to the 
‘“‘machinations" of the old man. His infiu- 
ence in that direction is great for President 
Roosevelt and Senator Platt throw all 
their bouquets at each other in public. In 
private no bouquets are passed. 

President: Roosevelt has said nothing yet 
about the glove contracts of Littaeur and 
his brother. Nor will thev bother him. Lit- 
taeur is his old college chum and, besides, 
the statute of limitations has intervened.

NEW JERUSALEM SITE 


Free Admission to the World’s Fair 
Grounds Is Promised for 
Next Saturday. 


The World's Fair grounds will be thrown 
open to the public next Saturday after- 
noon, July ll, the occasion of this free 
admission being the dedication of the site 
upon which isto be erected the City of 
Jerusalem. It will be an opportunity for 
visiting the grounds which will undoubted- 
ly be taken advantage of by thousands of 
persons. ; 

Outside of the chance to see the World's 
Fair, the dedicatory ceremony itself will 
be well worth a visit to the fair grounds. 
It will be absolutely Oriental in all its de- 
tails, with the single exception of speeches 
by a United States senator and St. Louis 
citizens of note. 

The Oriental idea of a dedication cere- 
mony is vastly different from that of peo- 
ple living in the United States. A few 
plain speeches are not sufficient and the 
ceremony is, therefore, decidedly unique. 

The Oriental part of the dedication will 
be conducted by Mme. Lydia M. von Fin- 
kelstein Mountford, assisted by 50 natives 
of Palestine in native garb. It will consist 
of the laying of the foundation stone of 
the walls o the new Jerusalem. This 
foundation stone is to the Oriental what 
the corner stone is to a building in this 
country. The natives who will assist will 
spread out upon the site a large broidered 
tent from Egypt which will serve the same 
purpose which it does in the Orient. There 
will be a procession consisting of mules, 
richly comparisoned for the elders and 
judges; camels laden with stone for the 
bullding, asses bearing burdens of earth 
and sacrificial lamb.

WASHINGTON, July 4.—This city will, 
within five years, become the center of 
the trust incorporating industry. New 
Jersey will certainly lose it, because her 
laws of incorporation are so much ‘more 


@irict than those which Congress has 
enacted for the purpose of enabling capi- 


talists to incorporate themselves to do 
business as stock companies. 

The last Congress liberalized the corpor- 
ation law for the purpose of inviting the 
formation of companies to establish fac- 
tcries in the District of Columbia. So far 
@s ascertainable, it had no idea of estab- 
lishing a corporation factory here. But 
that is what it has done. A corporation 
hus been formed, the sole business oi 
which is to incorporate companies that 
find the laws of states too strict to suit 
their notions as to stockholders’ Iability 
and things of that kind. 

The company's fee is only $50, and for 
that sum it will look after the interests 
of a company for a whole year. 

When the company is organized it is 
necessary to have three res-dents of the 
District of Columbia It does not require 


~them to remain on the board of directors.

The practice is for the three local men 
to resign as soon as the promoters of the 
scheme find the men they want for di- 
rectors. ‘Then they are at liberty to do 
anything with the oorporation the fancy 
may dictate. The only restriction on them 
is that they must not issue stock in ox- 
cess of the amount their charter authorizes 
them to put out. They may issue bonds 
in as great quantities as they can pay the 
printer for. There are no fees to be paid 


graded according to the amount of stock 
as there are in New Jersey and in many of 
the states. 

There is no such thing as HUability of 
stockholders except where there is fraud, 
and then they are liable for only the debts 
of the concern. There is no restriction on 
the character of the business that may 
be done by the company chartered under 
authority of Co ess in the District of 
Columbia. One that professed to teach 
men how to become skilled burglars might 
have trouble to t a certificate, but if 
it did it would not be on account of what 
the act says, but because the officers here 
might think the courts would hold such a 
sorapany tu be against public policy. None 
of the capital stock need be paid in before 
the company begins business, and only 
10 per cent need be in the treasury when 
the concern starts on its career. The other 
90 per cent need never be paid in.

He was unable to connect with the super- 
intendent of the railway, and from the 
ticket agent learned that the supply of 
tickets at the North Union Station was 
very limited and not enough to allow more 
than 1000 or so of the Christian Scientists 
to make the journey to Concord Monday 
morning. The agent declared that a sup- 
ply could not be printed, it being Sunday, 
in time for the use of the Christian Scli- 
entists. 


Printed Their Own 
Railroad Tickets. 


Mr. Neal is a man of great executive 
ability, and not easily discouraged. “We 
will print a supply of tickets, and you 


must honor them,” he proposed to the rail- 
road man, who at first said it couldn't be 
done, but later agreed to the ticket propo- 
sition. That satisfied Mr. Neal, and he 
set about the work of getting the tickets 
for the pilgrimage.

The bridge arbitrary costs St. Louis 
coal consumers $810,000 a year, taking 
the total consumption in 1902 as a basis 


of calculation. 

This money, which the Terminal Asso- 
ciation exacts if paid into a fund for the 
relief of the suffering poor during the 
would buy 237,000 tons of coal to 
keep them warm. 

Reduced to a smaller scale the arbi- 
trary e@osts the man who buys his coal 
by the ton 30 cents a ton. The poor man 
who buys it by the bushel must pay the 
terminal a cent and a half excess for 
every bushel. 

The bridge arbitrary is a harmless 
looking charge of 380 cents which the 
Terminal Railroad Association makes 
tor hauling a ton of coal across the 
You can’t get coal across any 
other way because the terminal has both 
the bridges and the ferries. 

That the arbitrary is not so harmless 
as it looks is shown by an examination 
of the rates on coal from, for instance. 
Collinsville, Tll., to St. Louis. 

Collinsville is 15 miles away. The rail- 
roads charge 40 cents to haul a ton. of 
coal from Collinsville to East St. Louis. 
That is at the rate of two and two-thirds 
cents a mile. In East St. Louis the 
railroads turn the ton of coal over to the 
Terminal Association. 

The terminal hauls it one 
the bridge to St. Louis and collects 30 
cents for the job. In other words, it 
charges three-fourths as much to haul 
the ton of coal one mile as the railroads 
charge to haul it 15 miles 
Now the terminal doesn’t go around to 
consumer and ask him for 30 cents. 
It sends the bill to the coal dealer and 
he pays It.

Chicago. is 275 miles from Collinsville and 
St. Louls is 15 miles, but it only costs 
about 30 cents more to haul a ton of conl 
from Collinsville to Chicago than from 
Collinsville to St. Louis. 

The rate to Chicago from Collinsville is 
about $1.03 a ton. To St. Louis it is 40 
cents, the rate to East St. Louts, plus 30 
cents, the Terminal charge, or 70 cents. 

_ Chicago is about 18 times as far from 
Collinsville as is St. Louis, but {t does not 
cost twice as much to haul coal there. Col- 
linsville is one of the largest sources of 
supply of coal to St. Louis. 

The Terminal Association says it has to 
make this charge itn order to meet the ex- 
pense of maintaining its bridges. But 
there are bridees between Collinsville and 
Chicago, not so big as the Eads. but more in 
number, yet the railroads do not stop the 
coal at every bridge and collect an arbi- 
trary from the shipper. 

They can't, because they have competi- 
tors who would get their business. The 
Terminal has no competitor.

Congress Will Be Asked to Take 


Charge of the Work and Become 
Responsible for Maintenance. 


EFFECT OF A YEAR’S FLOODS 


Louisiana, Arkansas and Mississippi 
Agree on the Proposition—Reasons 
tor Seeking Government Control. 


NEW ORLEANS, July 4—The alluvial 
gtates of the lower Mississippi—Louisiana, 
Arkansas and Mississippi—will ask Con- 
gress at its session this fall to take com- 
plete charge of their levee systems and 
become respensible for the construction 
and maintenance of all levees. This has 
been agreed on as the result of the ex- 
perience of the present high water. 

The initial steps in the matter were ta- 
fen at St. Louis, at the meeting of the 
Mississippi river commission, on June &. 
A levee and river improvement convention,| 
composed of delegates from the lower river 
meet either at Memphis and planters, will 
met either at Memphis or New Orleans 
in October to consider the details of the 
plan. This convention will appoint a com- 
mittee to lay the matter before Congress. 

The campaign in favor of Federal con- 
trol of levees has been going on for some 
years. Previous to the creation of the 
Mississippi river commission, in 1879, the 
federal government gave nothing to the 
construction of levees. When that body 
began levee construction, which Capt. J. B. 
Wads declalred to be essential to the im- 
provement and deepening of the channel, 
the appropriation bill passed by Congress 
always contained the proviso that “‘money 
appropriated for the Mississippi river shall 
not be expended for levees for the purpose 
of preventing overflow, but only when such 
levees are necessary for the improvement 
and deepening of the channel.”’ 

Under the restrictions of this clause, only 
a fraction of the Mississippi river appro- 
priation went for levees. In 1898 N. C. 
Bianchard of Loulsiana became chairman 
of the committee on rivers and harbors 


*and struck out the restrictive clause. Since 


ihen there has been no limitation for the 
expenditure of the appropriation for levees, 
and each year a larger share of it has 
gone in this way. 


Advantages of 
Federal Control. 


There has always been a strong feeling 
+ favor of local control of the levees. The 
igh water of 1897 caused utter discourage- 
ment, especially in Mississippi and Arkan- 
gas, and started the movement for federal 
control. The levee district had expended 
all the money they could raise and it was 
felt that their resources were not equal 
to maintaining an efficient system of pro- 
tection against overflows. radually this 
opinion bas spread through all three states, 
till now there is practical unanimity in 
favor of turning the levees over to the 
government. 

It is believed that the levee proposition 
ll have, because of the floods in Iowa, 
issouri, Nebraska, Kansas and other 
western states, support in Congress whith 
it could not have commanded a year ago. 
In exactly what form the proposition 
will come to Congress it is impossible to 
say. It will be based on the national char- 
acter of the work, on the inability of local 
authorities to bulld levees of the size and 
— uired, of the necessity for do- 
e work uniformly and on some gen- 

eral plan instead of spasmodically. 
It will be pointed out, for instance, that 
coveee are only as strong as their weakest 
Then, an entire district may be 
because of weakness in a levee 
which it cannot control. For instance. all 
north Louisiana is in danger of overflow 
from a break in Arkansas, which it can- 
not touch or even keep in order except by 


al permit. 

Finally with the local system of control 
there is the jealousy natural to opposing 
nterests and even the chances of mob vio- 
ence. Thus, in the Bayou Boeuf district

thought the dam injurious to them. 

In no two districts are the levees of the 
same height. size or general build. In some 
of them entirely different policies are pur- 
sued in levee engineering and construc- 


on. 

It is, of course, impossible to say exact! 
what will be the condition arenoeed fd 
Congress in the matter of federal contro! 
of levees. There are some who would like 

e federal governmnet to take charge and 

oulder the expense; but the prevailing 
sentiment is that the alluvial lands can 
and should bear a portion of the expense 
of protection from overflow. The federal 
government is now bearing about one-third 
of the expense. 


$100,000,000 
Already Spent. 


If some $10,000,000 or $12,000,000 were ex- 
pended in immediately raising and strength- 
ning the levees, the cost of their main- 
wnance thereafter would probably be less 
than the federal government is now giving 
for this work. A great deal of money has 
been expended in levees along the lower 
siasiasipp! more than $100,000, in all, but 
much of this has been wasted. The price 
paid for levees has been too high in many 
cases, and in the earlier days the levee 
boards haf considerable difficulty in rais- 
ing thé funds and had to par an enormous 
iscount. ' 
In support of the proposition that the 
vernment should control the levees it is 
eclared that the levee system of the allu- 
vial states is now in better condition than 
ever before. There were only seven cre- 
vyasses this year, although the river was 
higher than ever before. against 38 in 1897 
and 282 in 1882, showing the great improve- 
ment made during the last 20 years. Onlv 
two and a half miles of levee was deluged 
this vear. ainst 54 miles in 1882. Of the 
alluvial land only 16 per cent fand very 
little of that under cultivation) has been 
overfiowed this 838 per cent 
in 1897 and 99 per cent fn 1882. 
The importance of the levees has in- 
creased not only because of the greater 
acreage under cultivation beh'nd them, but 
also because of the work now under way 
to drain and redeem the backlands, among 
the most fertile in the world. These lands

WOMEN WAIT A 
NEW OWVORCE LAM 


It Provides for Limited Separation 
and Is Framed to Remove 
Scandals. 


NO BAR TO ABSOLUTE DIVORCE 


Leader of the Equal Suffrage and Lit- 
erary Club of Kokomo, Ind., 
Gives Her Views. 


KOKOMO, Ind., July 4—The Equal 8S5uf- 
frage and Literary Club of Kokomo, Ind., 
which lays just claim to importance as a 
factor in the municipal affairs of that city, 
having been largely instrumental in: the 
passage of the anti-expectoration ordinance 
and the curfew law, besides other enact- 
ments, is at present greatly interested in 
the divorce law passed by the last session 
of the Indiana legislature. 

That law is but little understood and has 
not until recently been discussed to any 
extent. The club at its last meeting en- 
gaged in quite a debate and at the next 
session the theme is to be renewed and, 
perhaps, with great animation. 

Mrs. Laura G. Scofield, the chief leader 
in the club’s work and who served the so- 
clety 12 years in the capacity of president, 
has been besieged by the ladies for her 
views and will lead the discussion upon 
tho subject at the next debate. 

The society was drganized in Mrs. Sco- 
field's pariors in 1879 and has increased in 
strength since that date. Besides being its 
president so long she has served two terms 
as treasurer and five as secretary. Her 
views upon the law therefore have an addi- 
tional weight. 


The law is an innovation and ag to the 
ractical workings of it lawyers are yet 
n some doubt. It provides ior a limited 
divorce which Is in effect to make an ordi- 
nary separation a legal status. 

The property rights can be adjusted from 
time to time as the needs of the situation 
arise and new orders can be made con- 
cerning the control of the children. 

It saves couples fro an absolute disso- 
lution of the marriage bonds, yet invests 
them with legal rights not nitherto en- 


divorce. 

This form of divorce is at no time a bar 
to an absolute divorce, a feature some 
lawyers affect to consider a weakness of 
the law, while others think it will give the 
courts more power to discourage absolute 
divorce. 

In other words, where a woman has been 
wronged by her husband she can secure a 
limited div@rce which leaves the marriage 
tie existing between her and her husband, 
but he is placed under financial obliga- 
tions to her which may be altered when 
the court thinks them needful. 

It is held by some lawyers that should 
the husband apply for an absolute divorce 
the court in equity could deny it and that 
the higher coutt of the state would not 
disturb such a finding. 

This might have the effect of prevent- 
ing other marriages and removes the 
scandal that is growing of sudden di- 
vorces followed by hasty marriages. The 
law is broader than the old law in that 
it stipulates that a divorce may be ob- 
tained where either party is confirmed to 
the excessive use of morphine, cocaine or 
any other drug. Constant strife of both 
Ss as to render their living together 
ntolerable,.js made an additional ground 
for this form of divorce. 

Deputy Clerk Cooper, who has had sev- 
eral years’ experience in the local courts. 
says that in Howard County the divorces 
will average 20 per cent of the mar- 
riages. The divorce question never fails 
to excite a great deal of interest in 
Kokomo, and has on numerous occasions 
been a topic treated at length in the 
local pulpits. Mrs. Schofield’s views are: 

I do not consider it so much a new law 
as I dQ an amendment of the old law. 
which applies, beneficially I thing, an old 
English principle. Every advancement 
mde in the way of benefiting women and 
children I heartily indorse. ‘he amend- 
ment emphasizes the power of the court 
and legal profession to care to a greater 
extent for the interests of the injured party 
and makes plain the rule, a flexible one, 
that the court may change its decrees to 
meet the varying conditions and needs of 
the parties, which from a financial stand- 
point is a protection to women and chil- 
dren, a protection which they have not 
had. Whatever widens the possibility of 
the safety and happiness of women and 
children is ‘humanizing’ legislation and 
makes the world more homelike for hu- 
manity.

TAKES MARCONIGRAMS ON RUN 


Milwaukee Man Says He Receives 
Messages Not Intended for Him 
Though Instrument Is Untuned. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MILWAUKDBDE, July 4-—Marconigrams 
are not exclusive property. They can be 
run down and captured by anyone who is 
equipped with the proper instruments and 
cares for that sort of thing. This is the 
statement of Charles L. Fortier, with the 
Johnson Service Co., wha has been ex- 
perimenting with a system of wireless tel- 
egraphy for the past two years. 

On the top of the Johnson building is a 
wireless telegraphic outfit which has been 
used in experimenting. Attached is a re- 
ceiving instrument invented by Mr. For- 
tier. and with this he nas been catching 
the telegrams passing between here and 
Chicago by the Marconi system operating 
from North Point. Mr. Fortier says his 
instruments have not been “tuned” in ac- 
cord with the Marconi instruments. Sald 
he: 

“I have no trouble whatever in receiving 
and reading the Marconi telggrams, though 
my instrument is not ‘tuned to anything. 
When they are sending mes 1 can 
read them rapidly by simply sitting down 
to my instrument. The wireless messages 

*> out in radiations:or rings, like waves 
na body of water after a gione has been 
thrown into it. These rings extend to cer- 
tain distances in every direction. North 
Point messages for Chicago could be read 
at Madison or elsewhere within the radius 
with the proper instruments.” 

It has been said that unless instruments 
were tuned to each other messages could 
not be read. Mr. Fortier’s statement in 
‘this connection is interesting.

IS THE CHAMPION 


Amateur Athletic Contests Brought 
Out Many Contestants to Celtic 


Park, Long Island City. 

NEW YORK, July 4.—Sweltering heat 
somewhat handicapped the athletes to- 
day in their efforts to win the all-round 
championship title of the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union of the United States at Cel- 
tic Park, Long Island City. In all the 
events the competition was keen. 

Ellery H. Clark, Boston A. A., won the 
title with a total of 6138 points. He 
was the champion in 1897. Adam B. 
Gunn, Central Y. M. C. A. of Buffalo, N. 
Y., the champion of the last two years, 
was second, with 6808, and F. W. C. Fos- 
ter, Harvard, third, with 6348%. 

The performance of the old champion, 
Gunn, was most remarkable, considering 
that he competed in the defense of his 
title with a badly injured foot..

Up to the last two events the running 
broad jump and the one mile run, Clars« 
was ahead of the worlds record for the 
point contest made by Harry Gill of 
Toronto, in 1900.

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NEW HAVEN, Conn., July 4—To Yale 
belongs the supremacy in athiectics among 
the colleges for the year just ended, Har- 
vard has not figured very much, nor has 
Princeton, Cornell or Columbia come to the 
front, while Pennsylvania has had the 
worst year in its existence, a single cham- 
pionship—the two-mile intercollegiate relay 
—having fallen to the lot of the red- and 
blue. 

The undisputed football championship of 
the Kast and the capture of the intercolle- 
giate trophy cup for track athletes made 
this a year long to be remembered by the 
athletes at New Haven, but these were not 
the only offerings which the Yale athletes 
laid at the feet of their fellow students. 
Although Yale captured five intercolle- 
giate championships, and was barely pre- 
vented from capturing six more in which 
“the blue” took second place, Harvard won 
three championship titles, and came second 
once. Columbia earned first honors three 
times, and divided a fourth title with Cor- 
nell, at the same time coming in second in 
four other competitions. Cornell secured 
two championsh'!ps, .and is tied for a third. 
Brown, West Point and Minnesota each ob- 
tained supremacy in one branch of sport, 
and Princeton had to content herself with 
two second places. 

The football season was 
rupted string of successes for Yale, in 
which the culminating points were the 
plays over Princeton (10—5) and over Har- 
vard (23—0). Princeton took second, having 
defeated all comers except Yale. Both Cor- 
neH and Columbia fell easy victims by 


large scores. Harvard was more soundly 
beaten by Yale than the New Jersey col- 
legians had been, and furthermore was fre- 
quentiy scored on by the minor colleges. 
The ranking at the end of the season was: 
Yale, Princeton, Harvard, West Point, 
Pennsylvania, Cornell.

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Authorities Believe Bogus Lord Is Guilty/ but They 
Can Only Reconcile Contradictory Facts in the 
Crime and the Man’s Bearing by Concluding That 
He Is the Most Remarkable Criminal _Who 


Ever Came Under Their Observation. 


EF. Seymour Barrington will be given a preliminary hearing Wednesday morning 
before Justice Campbell of St. Louls County on the charge of murdering James P. 
McCann, his benefactor, at Bonfils Station on the night of June 138. 

The evidence brought out at the inquest will be gone over again at the prelimi- 
nary. Barrington's attorney will be permitted to cross-examine the witnesses. 

Barrington's own statements and the circumstantial evidence that has been pro- 
@uced against him convince both the St. Louis police and the St. Louis County au- 
thorities that he is guilty of the murder of McCann and that his motive was rob- 
bery. 

At the same time there are a number of facts in connection with the crimp which 
the authorities are unable to explain except on the theory that Barrington is the 
most remarkable criminal who ever came under their observation. 

They are forced to believe that he is both a daring criminal and a bungler in 
crime, a coward, yet with nerve to face unfiinchingly any change. 

The evidence convinces them that he conceived an intricate plot to lure McCann 
into the country, kill him, take what money and valuables h® had, throw his body 
into a quarry pond, if possible effacing all traces of the crime and of McCann's where- 
abouts, and then by a system of lying and trickery get from Mrs. McCann the money 
her husband had left in bank at her disposal. 

The cleverness of the plot did not extend, however, to the execution. In the actual 
work Barrington was clumsy, in the opinion of the police. His fondness for dead 
men’s things led him to wear McCann’s hat and carry other belongings of his 
benefactor, which strengthen the case against him. He furthermore bungled in at- 
tempting to conceal the body and hide his own movements. When questioned after 
his arrest he denied everything and then admitted everything except the murder. 

His bold front and calm assertion, in the face of evidence, that he is not 
guilty and that a big surprise will be sprung, further mystify the police and the 
criminologists who are studying him. 

Dr. Charles H. Hughes, the distinguished St. Louis alfenist, has written for 
the Post-Dispatch an analysis of Barrington's character from a scientific stand- 
point and Chief of Detectives Desmond, after sifting all of the evidence in the 
case, has prepared a statement of his theory of the crime. 


BARRINGTON IS MORBID EGOTIST OF A 


TYPE PAMILIAR TO PSYCHOLOGISTS 


Dr. Charles H. Hughes, the St. Louls neurologist, classifies Barrington, the 
Clayton prisoner, as a “morbid egotist’ and declares he is dangerous to the com- 
munity. 

Dr. Hughes has followed Barrington’s career in St. Louis closely and, though he 
has never talked to the pseudo nobleman he says Barrington is of a type that is 


familiar to psychologists.

“Rarrington {s a morbid egotist who belongs to the criminal class. 

“THe is the kind of man who prefers to display his limited talents in evil rather 
than good lines. 

“Hie is like an engraver who takes to counterfeiting with all its dangerous possi- 
bilities and manufactures green goods instead of entering the government service and 
using this talents honestly. ‘ 

“His egotism is shown in his evident desire for 
gense, which is quite apparent, coupled wifh his egotism, in my opinion, explain his 


character.

No Physical Marks of Degeneracy. 

“lis photographs do not show any Of the physical marks of the degenerate in 
his make-up. Often when a man’s brain is of abnormal construction, larger on one 
side than the other for instance, he has physical marks along parallel lines. Some- 
times one ear, too, is smaller than the other. 

“Barrington’s photos:make him look like rather a smart man. 
him to be a man whose egotism and lack of moral sense make him think he is smart- 
er than other men are. 

“He appears to have little or no conscience and this coupled with his great self- 
esteem, lead him into the law's clutches. 

“He acts as though he felt himself smart enough to sneak out 
clutches, no matter how seriously he became entangled in them. 

“With the halter about his neck even, such a man would expect to slip the noose 
and escape the consequences of any criminal adventure. 

“So far, he has been pretty successful in maintaining a bold front. 
determined to keep up the bold ‘front to the end. 

“I know nothing personally about his adventures, but would say that a man com- 
Dining in his make-up such morbid egotism and lack of moral sense is a dangerous 
member of society.” 


BARRINGTON’S EFFEMINACY FURNISHES 
SMALL ARGUMENT AGAINST HIS GUILT 
BY CHIEF OF DETECTIVES DESMOND. 


In summing up the various points of the MoCann “murder case Chief of Detectives 
Desmond makes the following analysis for the Post-Dispatch: 

“It has been said, and many believe, t hat Barrington is too effeminate, ta® cow- 
ardiy, and too much of a cur to have com mitted such a crime as that with which he 
ie charged. 

“That is a good argument fn its way, but let me tell you, no man, no matter w 
his motive may be, would ever think of committing such a crime, as killing his bene- 
factor, unless he were a moral degenerate, a cur and a coward, and such I believe 
Barrington to be. 

“In the first place, we have Barrington’s own admission that he accompanied Mc- 
Cann to Bonfils the night that McCann was murdered. He admits having returned 
alone. and that he tried to make Mrs. McCann believe that her husband was alive, 
and had left the city to avoid arrest for an alleged assault which Barrington said Mc- 
Cann had committed upon some woman. 

“He admits that he tried to get $300 from Mrs. McCann on the pretext that he was 
going to take the money to McCann. 9 . 

“In explaining McCann's disappearance to the police, Barrington related the high- 
ly improbable story of a terriblefbattle which he says he and McCann had at the Sub- 
urban Garden on the night that McCann disappeared. 

“Now, mark you, Barringt@m says that the battle took place at the Suburban 
Garden, and yet we have the sworn statement of Mrs. Gertrude Williams that she 
saw Barrington and MeCann board the St. Charles & Western car at Wellstan, only 
a few blocks from the Suburban Garden, and after the hour at which Barrington 
gays the battle occurred, and that at that time neither Barrington or McCann 
showed the slightest trace of having been in a struggle.

depends entirely on conjecture, based upon the statements of the motorman who 
heard the shots. 

“Oellian says the shots were fired about ten minutes after McCann and Bar- 
rinzton had alighted from the car at Bonfils, and that the sound of the shots 
came from the direction of the quarry pond, which is more than five minutes’ 
walk from the street railway station. Now, according to that, if the men had

Warrington had been there before, 
but McCann had never visited the neighborhood and was an entire stranger to the 
surroundings. Barrington had said that he had friends out there who would be 
willing to lend him money, which was a lie. He had no friends out there. 

“He was seen taking McCann to that lonely place. Two shots were heard, as 
well as an outcry. Barrington was séen walking away from the scene with Mc- 
Cann’s hat on. When arrested it was found that he had other property belonging

‘“Barringten’s clothing was covered with blood when he returned from Bonfils, 
and in his trunk was found a revolver, the caliber of which was identical with the 
size of the bullets which caused McCann's death. Could circumstantial evidence 
point stronger to a man as the slayer of another than it does to Barrington as the 
murderer of McCann? . 
“Barrington was effeminate, cur-like and cowardly, but who else could plan such 
a brutal murder than a cur or a coward, If Barington had any nerve he could 
have killed McCann in the Leland, or at Suburban Garden. It was not necessary 
for him to lure McCann away out to that lonely spot at Bonfils and shoot him 
down like a dog. 

“Besides, Barrington was mu@h the smaller of the two and in an ‘even break’ 
McCann could have easily whipped Barrington. There was no fight, of that I am 
positive. ; 


Rabbery Was Motive of Crime. 
“As there is no doubt that robbery was the motive of the crime, the two points 
fon which any possible doubt that Barrington killed McCann may hang are: Is Bar- 
rington not too cowardly to have committed the crime? and, How did Barrington 
manage to lure McCann to the scene of the murder? I think my analysis covers both 
of these points. At least, the theory which I have set out is the only one which, 
I think, fita the case. 
“The fact that Barrington tried to fleece Mrs. McCann out of money after he 
returned from Bonfils is, in my judgment, corroborative of the supposition that 
robbery was the only motive. 
“It is possible that Barrington originally intended to kill both Mr. and Mrs, 
McCain. He had invited both of them to acompany him te Bonfils, and, aco~ ng 
to Mra. McCann, he tried to drug her by putting something into a glass of v v

IN WHEAT VALU 


How the Boom Was Built Up 
and How It Came to 
Burst. 


BY GEORGE D. L. KELLEY. 


We have had strenuous speculative mar- 
kets in wheat for some time past, but none 
during the bull campaign compared ig sen- 
sational developments, exciting situations 
and tremendous volume of trading with 
those of the past week. It was the reverse 
of the shield that was shown, tov. The 
bulis had been running the market for 
about 10 weeks, and they had to their cred- 
it gains of 21%c in the July and 1s%c In 
the September option. July had advanced 
from 65\4c to 87c, and September from 66%4c 
to 825%c. It must not be understood for one 
moment that all the bulls started in at che 
lowest prices touched b@fore the boom was 
started. o much! Of the men wWiio have 
been conspicuous as bull leadess it is doubt- 
ful if one of them was inclined that way, 
and had wheat bought the other side of 
ec. A few of the smaller fry got in, but 
the big traders were bearish, anu w#hort al- 
most to a man bélow 70c and certain of 
60-cent wheat, and where not absolutely 
short they were not bullish enough to buy. 
They did not get in line as a rule until well 
above 70c, so that their wheat did mot give 
them such enormous profits as some pevple 
have figured. After they did get into their 
stride, their operations were enormous, and 
their,dash and aggressiveness carried €v- 
evrything before them for a time. As usual, 
they left legitimate conditious to take care 
Oc themselves, and run their campaign on 
claims and prospects, which combined with 
speculation run wild and increasing rapid- 
ly, put on the last 10c of the advance to 
that mad@ on legitimate conditions.

LEATHE ADDS TO INVESTMENTS 


== {| Contracts Let for Erection of Chestnut 
Street Hotel, Which Will Be a 
Very Creditable Structure. 


The real estate market for the past week 
was somewhat sluggish, a condition which 
always precedes a national holiday. Only 
one deal of considerable size was closed, 
and as it had already been anticipated, the 
business was practically without interest- 
ing features.

World’s Fair Locations 
Are in Demand. 


Considerable inquiry is reported for loca- 
tion ‘adjacent to the World's Fair grounds 
for hotels and sundry business enterprises. 
The positive announcement = yesterday, 
throuzh Barnett, Haynes & Barnett, of 
another big World's Fair hotel is gratify- 
ing news, coincident as it is with the re- 
port of the abandonment of ‘the new per- 
manent hotel projected for Broadway and 
Chestnut street. The proposed hosterly will 
be known as the Napoleon Bonaparte 
Hotel. and will be located within the 
World's Fair jurisdiction, on the south 
side of the Skinker road at its intersection 
Clayton road. It is to be built by 

Hotel Excursion Co., at a cost 
of $200,000, and will be operated in conjunc- 
tion with the World Fair Co., the hotel 
rates including admission to the fair. 

The prime object of the entgpprise is to 
enable school teachers and children to visit 
the Fair at reasonable cost and be in close 
proximity to the attractions. 

The hotel, according to Barnett, Hayes & 
Barnett, who are preparing the plans, will 
be one of the most extensive hotels ever 
built. It will be three stories high and 
contain upwWhrds of 300 rooms and will 
occupy, including lawns and gardens, 150x 
1800 feet. 

In order to install the largest number 
possible, the rooms will be very limited in 
size. With the exception of an_encompass- 
ing veranda, the hotel will have no special 
features. The construction will be entirely 
of wood. 

A deal is also in embryo which contem- 
plates the erection of a $200,000 hostelry on 
Oakland boulevard, near Skinker road, on 
property controlled by James E. Fogg and 
R. A. Boyle: Ben Edwards, cashier of the 
Bank of Comerc@, being behind the project.

HE life of young William Rhea is hanging on so insig- 
nificant a matter as a comma in an enrolled bill passed 
by the Nebraska legislature—or rather, on the lack 
of a comma in the bill, for the missing comma, if it 
had been placed where it was intended it should, 
would have changed the law so that Rhea’s case 
might have been remanded by the Supreme Court for 

retrial, and would have rendered the death penalty inrpossible. 

As it is, after some of the most brilliant lawyers in the state have 
argued for his life, Rhea and his friends have finally thrown them. 
selves off the mercy of the governor and have asked that executive to 
commute the sentence to life imprisonment. 

The date set for the execution of Rhea is July 10. Unless Gov. 
Mickey shall grant a reprieve or change the sentence to imprisonment, 
the young man will be hanged.on that daw. While it is understood that 
the governor is said to have stated privately that he will not take action 
in the case, his final official announcement remains to be made, and 
there is just a shade of hope for the rrironer, based by his father and 
attorneys upon the technicality of the missing comma, that little puno- 
tuation point which, perhaps for the first time, now has in its keeping 
a human life.

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Pueblo Indians Known to Be Sttllful Handlers of the Cuartous 
Weapon of the Asastralian- Bash—They Kill Rabh.ts and 


Other Game With It. 


SANTA FFE, N. M., July 2. 
HE Santa Clara Fuecblo Indians re- 
7 cently held a rabbit hunt of enor- 
mous proportions, slaughtering thou- 
sands of the pests that have grown to be 
a menace to svuthwestern ranchmen. At 


these rabbit hunts boomerang throwers 
play a leading part in the work of exter- 


mination. 

The New Mexican boomerang throwers 
have been using this primitive weapon for 
countless generations. When the Span- 
jiards first penetrated New Mexico in sear« h 
of gold in the mining districts of the terri- 
tory the Pucblos were using the boomerang 
almost exclusively as a weapon. The 
Pueblo Indian boy of today occasionally 
sailies forth with his bow and arrow, but 
moet of the tribe stick to the ancient boom- 
erang, especially when at their favorite 
sport of rabbit hunting. ‘he boomerang is 
not, properly speaking, the returning boom- 
erang of the Australian savages, but is a 
variation of that deadly iretrument. It ts 
simply a curved club, which is thrown 
with wonderful skill and precision by the 
Pueblo Indians, even to the smallest boys 
and girls. 

The Indians begin practicing throwing 
the boomerang at an early age. Mere in- 
fanta can be seen on the sagebrush 
plateaus. imitating their larger brothers 
and sisters. and hurling tiny sticks at each 
other. shonts «of giee going up as some 
particulariy clever shot is made. Some of 
the vider Indiens manifest a degree of sk ll 
with the boomerang which is little short 


ae. 


of amazing. It is a common sight to see a 
skilled boomerang thrower bring down a 
bird on the wing and to miss a jackrabbit 
on the run in the open is little short of a 
disgrace. The rabbit hunts, which are held 
every winter, are made the occasion of 
festivities In the pueblos of the tribes. The 
Indians have peculiar dances tn which they 
indulge just before the arrival of a rabbit 
hunt day. These rabbit-hunting dances 
vary little from the deer and corn dances 
and other picturesque ceremonies of the 
tribe. 

The Puebio Indians, the most civilized of 
all southwestern tribes, have suffereji se- 
verely owing to the depredations of rabd- 
bits. The Pué6blos are expert farmers. They 
had the science of Irrigation at their fingér 
tips before the Spaniards firat invaded 
America. Today their irrigated farms are 
models which the white man can follow 
to good advantage. Consequently these 
aboriginal farmers have taken to rabbit 
hunting not only for sport, but as a meuns 
of self-protection. The Ind‘ans when hunt- 
ing rabbits scatter over a broad area with 
shrill cries thet fr'ghten the rabbits from 
their burrowr. and then the well-almed 
boomerangs never fall to bring down the 
leaping animals. Where a rabbit refuses 
to come from his burrow the Indian boys 
gather about with sharpened sticks and dig 
until the animal is forced to make a break 
for liberty. The Indian dogs heve their 
share in the hont, of course, a4 the scene 
is a stirring one as the tribe n scurry 
over the plain, searching ever, ‘Toyo for 
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. IN NEW MEXICO mi mnt cormoce, 


lurking rabdbits. 

The real feature of an Indian rabbit hunt 
is the dexterity shown by individual boom- 
erang hunters. A 16-year-old boy, straight 
as an arrow and as lithe as a young 
panther, will frighten a rabbit from a 
clump of sagebrush. To the eye of the in- 
experienced there is no rabbit there, but 
the Indian has not been deceived. As soon 
as the jackrabbit starts from his place 
of concealment and goes in long bounds, 
which speedily carry him away &om an 
ordinary enemy. the Indian youth gives a 
shrill cry and draws back the hand hold- 
ing the deadly boomerang. Like a base- 
ball pitcher. he poises an instant, and 
then, with an overhand sewing, the boome- 
rang is sent forth. cutting the air wit 
a swish, and almost invariably sending 
the rabbit head over heels. 


Inasmuch as the sporteman must main- 
tain a fair degree of skill with the shot- 
gun to shoot a jackmbbit when it is well 
under way, the precision fiecersary to ki'! 
one of the antmals with a club ean 
readily understood. The average white 
boy, however he may pride himself on 
his skill In throwing the baseball, would 
owe it purely to luck should he bring down 
a jackrabbit with a hoomerane Yet an 
Indian boy thinks nothing of killing ten 
or a dozen rabbits In a day's hent and not 
havirg a single mies scored against him. 


Ecientists have specuiated tn vain as to 
the use of the boomerang among these 
Iindiens. No-other tribes of the West or 
Southweert use this weapon, which has fix- 
ured so long in the history of the Pueblos. 
Bome ecientiste have claimed that the 
boomerang shows the Pueblos to be de- 
scendants of some of the remote Asiatic 
tribes thet used similar weapons. This, 
however, is regarded as mere speculation, 
though the ancestry of the “ueblos. as 
well as of severe! eather iribés . the Souin- 
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At 
any rate, the Pueblos cannot be indueed te 
part with their -ancient and favorite 
weapon. They use the improved segricui-«- 
tural Implements of the white man, but 
they have no use for the white man's 
gun. They cling to the boomerang tn pret- 
erence to the revolver or the repeating 
rifie, and in all probability this primitive 
weapon will be In use as long a8 thé 
Pueblos exiet as a nation. 
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eral use throwghout this country {@ 
reporting the trial tripe of vessels,

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“Solon H. Borglum Learned His Art on the 
Nebraska Plains—Now a Sculptor of Grow- 
ing Renown—His Conceptions Forsake the 
Beaten Paths of Treatment of Western 
Scenes and Characters. 


BAVING the Ne

»~« pamed Solen H. Borglum, son of a 

former St. Louis medical student, 


ts 4has achieved fame as a sculptor by 


his distinctively American work. A 
-geoent exhibition of his sculptures 
im the Keppel galleries has drawn 
an unusual amount of attention to 
his work. 

Borglum's father, who was a 
woodcarver in his native place. 
came to St. Louis as a young man 
and entered a medical college, from 
‘which he was graduated with hon- 


ors. Then he went out to Nebraska 
and made his home. 

The dormant art instinct of the 
woodcarver was: inherited by his 
boys. Gutzon Borglum became a 
painter and sculptor of considera- 
ble note. One day, 12 years ago, 
Gutzon said to his brother Solon: 
“Why don’t you also work at 
sculpture ?’’ 

Solon took up the pencil and be- 
gan drawing sketches of the horses, 
Indians, cowboys and other sights 
of his native prairies. Shortly 
thereafter he began modeling, and 
now the Parisian art world pro- 
claims the young Nebraskan a mas- 
ter in the creation of plastic shapes 
representative of the West. 

Borglum, in his youthful days, 
spent more“or less time in St. Louis. 


HH years that followed represented 
an unconscious preparation for the 
present—a period of slow, silent do- 

velopment, of seed time and growth to his 
imagination, the roots enriching themselves 
in virgin soll, the upper growth fresh and 
lusty: in its environment of wholesome 
spaciousness. This is a reversal of the 
meual order. In most cases the facility of 
me fingers is the first etage in an artist's 
career prompting him to adopt it. The 
manual skill is trained and the man finds 
himself with a gift of expression, but too 
often with nothing inside his mind to ex- 
press. In Borglum’'s case it was other- 
wise, and the very fullness of his mind 
and his eagerness to draw upon his ex- 
perience when once he had tested the pos- 
sibilities of utterance made the acquisition 
of technical facility a rapid and compara- 
tively easy matter. 

Having e014 his small interest in the 
fanch, ho started forth with blanket and 
oll Stove for California and ‘There studied 
Grawing and painting for some months 
under his brother. Thence he moved to 
Cincinnati and entered the school of art, 
still with the idea of being a painter. But 
the love for the horse was continually up- 
on him, and on his own account he sup- 
plemented his regular studies in the acad- 
emy with study of the horges in the United 
Btates mail stables. He aleo turned to 
modeling and executed a horse pawing as 
it lies upon latin, which was awarded 
A #pecial “ exhibition of stu- 
flent®’ * cme under the di- 
rect inf the head of 
the ac) hose sympathy 
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and at length was admitted into the salon, 
his first exhibit being ‘“‘Lassoing Wild 
Horses."" Later he received a silver medal 
at the Paris exposition and another at 
the Pan-American exposition at Buffalo. 
He thus secured recognition from the ar- 
tists, though from the public recognition 
has come more sparingly. 

This might seem unaccountable, except 
that the public is not much given to doing 
any very great amount of independent 
thinking. In artistic matters it arrives 
very slowly at certain standards of ap- 
preciation and then clings to them with 
something of the tenacity of a drowning 
man, who dreads to let go lest he should 
be iost. Now Borglum’s work does not 
readily line up with that of other modern 
sculptors. It has not been inspired by 
tradition, is not a product of the schools; 
on the contrary, his work is a most forci- 
ble and personal expression of the man 
himself of his own experiences, which are 
not such as most other people have 
shared, or into which they can enter 
unless by a frank acceptance of his point 
of view. 

For Borglum t!s an impressionist in sculp- 
ture, one of the first to attack the art in 
this way. What he seeks to express is the 
memory of an experience or the impression 
which the object makes upon his mind. and 
in each case the thought of his own mind 
is very vivid—so vivid that all pettiness of 
observation is swallowed up in a large 
comprehension of the subject, that disre- 
guards details except in so far as they are 
cesential to the action or the sentiment. 

For the two points which are most no- 
ticeable in his work are action and senti- 
ment. Whether it is the movement 
hurss or his rider he understends it 
(xtraorcinary k: owlederc At o.e moment 
t is the adsoluts of a bronce 
that has been tamed, in enother the minc- 
scepp-ng of a horse so music 
in ithe efreus, or, again his vicious fing of 
and ¢ dy es he prepares to throw 
himoeetf . het over head upon Ais Lack. 
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These are only some of the diverse exhi- 


bitions of action which he essays, and in 
all the rendering is absolutely true, most 
pathetic in the moods of repose or ex- 
haustion, astonishingly vigorous and dar- 
ing, though »without any suggestion of ex- 
aggeration, when it represents the tensest 
display: of muscular activity. 

The secret of this truly wonderful real- 
ism is the range and reality of the artist's 
own experience. He is like a tongue-tied 
lover who has finally found his voice; who 
does not enumerate his mistress’ perfec- 
tions, but instinctively touches upon vari- 
ous moods and changes of her charms, 
with the consciougness that to him at 
least the right word is more pregnant of 
meaning than a sentence. So in Borglum's 
work we shall find no labored representa- 
tion of each and every detail of his sub- 
ject, but a grip upon those which consti- 
tute the salient features of the action that 
h represents. Thus he concentrates our 
attention also upon the main issue, as for 
example, in the bronze group, “One in a 
Thousand.’ Here the beast in midair, his 
legs gathered up, the body hoisted at the 
stern and keeling over, a moment of aban- 
donment before he pitchpoles on to his 
back.

In other words, the 120,000 tons per atom, 
which compose radium, rotated so violently 
‘in their tiny orbits that they flew apart 
into original units. 

According to Prof. Lodge, 
disintegration may constitute 
evolution of all chemical elermhénts. Within 
a few weeks Prof. Ernest Rutherford of 
McGill University, th Montreal], has ob- 
served a breaking-up of the most massive 
atoms. 

He noticed that some few atoms of a ra- 
dio-active substance seemed to reach a 
cestain stage at which they hurled off 
small portions of themselves with great 
violence. The residue seemed to possess 
the same property of instability for som? 
time until it ultimately settled down into 
what Prof, Lodge seemed to think was 
an entirely different subStance. 

If this theory of chemical change is true. 
May not the dream of the ancient alche- 
mists prove to be a possibility? 

In other words, if gold is formed of 147'- 
200 fons to the atom, and the atom of iron 
contains 187,200 lions, is not a process pos- 
sible by which, through radio- -activity, the 
atom of iron may be made to lose 50,000 
ions to the atom? It would thus become 
go'd and alchemy would bé a realty. 

Of. course, natural changes of th’s na- 
ture would seem to, require millions 
centuries—so long, in fact, that astronomy 
could not compute them. The question

It seems to be a newly accepted bel 
among scientists that radio-activity is re- 
sponsible for the flux and decay of the 
stars and planets. 

There may be a system of regeneration 
as well as of tearing down, bet as yet 
science has not discovered it. It, may yet 
be possible. however, to reveal this and 
to differentiate tons which- have 
whirling within their atoms since the m =k 
ing of the world from those which mu; 
have been recently formed. 

In the new theory sclence and astronomy 
seem indissolutly linked.

And what vast possibilities confront us 
when we imagine the world as a mere ion 
whirling within an atom blown along the 
shores of time.

LEOPARDS OF UPOGORA 


Ms TRAVELER who returned recently 
from Upogora fn the southern part 
of Germin East Africa telis an in- 

teresting story about the leopards which 

are unusually plentiful and daring there. 

‘He does not hesitate,”” says the trav- 
eler. “to break Into a hut and seize a hu- 
man being. If the hut should be so strong- 
ly built that he falls in his attempts to 
enter, he will crouch in ambush near it 
and wait for hovrs until somebody 
emerges, when he springs like lightning on 
his victim’s back. 

‘These leopards are 60 fearless that it is 
practically impossfble to keep goats and 
chickens in any village near the jungles 
for any length of time. Sooner or later the 
vig cats will find a way to get at them. 

“Their destructiveness is amazing. They 
will kill anima! after animal in one night 
so that when dawn comes a tig corral of 
goats may not have a singlé survivor. 

“In cases ike this, the leopards do not 


| devour the eshimals unt!l they have killed 


them all. Then they lie over each one 
in turn and euck the blood out of the 
body. If they stil have hunger after 


that. they begin to tear the flesh of their 
prey. Consequently the compounds pre- 
sert hideous and frightening spectacles on 
the day after a successful raid by the leo- 
pards. 

“The rapactty of the gaudy cate is as 
great as their destructiveness. A German 
sergeant of the military police shot @ leo- 
pard that had killed three persons in one 
night. and then had entered a goat 
corral an@ there beaten and bitten more 
than a dozen goats to death. 

“This leopard was a beauty, with mark. | 
ings like velvet and he was of immense 
size and atreneth. He smashed the side 
of the hut with one sweep of his paw, and 
almost before the threc oe¢cupants of the 
place had a chance to ery out, he had 
beaten them to death. Then he dragged 
them out one by one and after maulim, 
the bodies and licking up the biood, Ke 
hid them in bushes and sought the goat 
corral. | 

“Deaplite the himnting parties that were . 
formed the very next morning, and that 
beat the bush all day, this man-eater was 
so brave that he returned to the village 
that very night and tried to break iete 
another corral in which were some cattle, 
It was then that the sérgeant shot him. 

“Yet fierce as the beasts are, the natives 
have a great fancy for taming the cubs 
and they take desperate risks to catch & 
cub alive. 

“The young leopards soon becomé aecum® 
tomed to companionship with human be 
ings, and, though they never becomé as 
gentle and docile. or reliable as a dog, 
they become obedient enough to run 668s 
and return to their masters. Sometimes 
they are harnessed up by the natives and 
tised to drag light loads Just as dogs are 
used in gome parts of Europe.”’
